She found ther^ 
was a,definite tie - in between 
things said and the sociological 
backgrounds of the women who 
said them. For some subtle, cul- 
tural reason, women of Spanish 
and;Italian parentage are like- 
ly to express anger at their hus- 
bands, and insist that this is 
their last child. Negro women 
frequently, pray. Irish women 
appeal to their mothers to come, 
and relieve the pain. But Jewish^ 
women are more likely to call 
for their fathers. 


Now, it's possible that fear of 


the humiliation of another labor 
has prevented you from conceiv- 
ing again. The chances are that 
this is not a powerful enough 
reason. Dr. Irving Fisher of 
New York has made a thorough 
investigation of the phenomenon 
of one - child sterility, as it's* 
called. 


He found that most women 


who are unable to conceive a 
second'child are terribly in love 
with their husbands, and uncer- 
tain that the. .feeling is com- 
pletely mutual. They want to 
have one child to cement the 
marriage, but they are afraid 
that with a greater number the 
husband might not have enough 
love to go around, or that theyU 
might not have enough time to 
work at pleasing the husband as 
much as they'd like. 


At this point, you are undoubt- 


edly wondering how in the world 
psychology can influence the 
conception of a baby. According 
to Dr. Herbert Marback, an ob- 
stetrics professor at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, many cas- 
es of sterility are just as pshco- 
somatic as ulcers. The body' 
mechanisms involved are com- 
pletely unconscious, and work 
in a number of ways. Some of 
Dr. Marback's patients appear 
to have suffered from tubal 
spasms which obstructed 
the 


passage of the ovum to the 
uterus. Others stopped ovulating 
altogether.
